AGAIN AND AGAIN in the 
decisiiMi just handed down con­ 
cerning methods of birth con­ 
trol, the Supreme Court reaf- 
fii-med princiirfes it has ex­ 
pressed in previous cases. It em­ 
phasized. for instance, that toe 
court has protected “freedom to 
associate and privacy in one’s 
association” and that, in 
a case 
decided in 1923, the court had 
said that the Fourteenth Amend­ 
ment to the C(Mistitution gives 
tl>e individual “not merely free- 
d(wn from bodily restraint, but 
also (for example) the right. . . 
to marry, establish a home and 
bring up children” 
This would seem to support 
the prediction that, when cases 
come up to it for consideration 
soon, the court is likely to in­ 
validate any restrictions which 
are based on an attempt to pre­ 
vent interracial marriages. 
It’s si^ificant. too, that the 
Supreme Court referred to its 
own decision in the famous Ore­ 
gon case when it invalidated 
a 
law that had forbidden parents 
to .send their childr« i to paro­ 
chial school.s. 
The court in that case de­ 
clared that such an act “umea- 
sonably interferes with the lib­ 
erty (rf parents and guardi^ts to 
direct the upbringing and edu­ 
cation of children under their 
control.”

moreover, been affirmed in oth­ 
er cases by the Supreme Cwirt,

The right to educate a child in 
a school of the parents’ choice— 
whether public cw private (X pa­ 
rochial — is also not mentioned. 
Nor is the right to study any 
particular subject o r any for­ 
eign language. Yet the First 
Amendment has been construed

certain 
of those 
rights.” 


IT ALSO MAY turn out that 
state laws allowing divorce only 
in certain specific grourals may 
in time be ruled invalid. While 
in 
some states desertion or 
“mental 
cruelty” 
or 
other 
causes 
are specifically men­ 
tioned. there are very few states 
which grant the right to be di­ 
vorced. for instance, on the 
ground of mere incompatablity 
of toe husband or the wife. 
This week’s Supreme Court 
decisi(Mi broadly asserts that the 
states do not have any funda­ 
mental right to interfere with 
the marriage relationship. From 
this it will sooner or later be 
inferred that the states have no 
right to stipulate the grounds 
for a divorce or to refuse to 
recognize certain divorces grant­ 
ed outside their boundaries.

Gradually after 1937, when the 
country began to regain some 
self-assurance. Roosevelt's rela­ 
tions with Congress soured until 
the war 
But all his troubles 
weren't a patch on President 
Truman's. 


From 1947 until 1949 Truman 
had to cope with what he called 
the “80th do-nothing" Republi­ 
can Congress Two Republicans 
in particular. Sens 
Robert A. 
Taft and Joseph R. McCarthy, 
made Trum an’s life and admin­ 
istration an obstacle race 
This was while he tried to 
steer the country , and that part 
of the world which depended 
upon it. into the last half of the 
20th century . As a climax, plas­ 
tered with criticism, he had to 
fight the Korean War 
President Eisenhower had it 
better but for reasons he didn t 
and couldn't control, his Repub­ 
licans had a majority in Con­ 
gress in only the first two of his 
eight years After that the Dem- 
ocrals ran Congress 


They weren’t submissive, they 
were cooperative up to a point, 
particularly in 
the S e n a t e 
bossed by Lyndon B. Johnson. 
Therefore Eisenhower, because 
of this Democratic control, was 
never able to run Congress like 
a big daddy. 
Congress 
pretty 
much 
ran 
with him. And no wonder. For 
one thing, it would have been 
bad politics to claw or mangle a 
popular hero like Eisenhower. 
President 
Kennedy 
had 
no 
such luck. He won the presiden­ 
cy with a Democratic Congress 
which barely outnumbered the 
Republicans 
He was endlessly 
frustrated. But then he never 
fought 
for 
his 
programs 
as 
Johnson does 
Now there is the era of good 
feelings, even if temporary.
